WHEAT PRICES 


1 
The price of wheat. September deliv- 


ery, is $1.27 in the Chicago market, 
$1.40 
at Liverpool. December has 


reached a new high of better than $1.29. 
All indications are that wheat prices will 
go considerably higher. 
Some predic- 


tions are that the price will go between 
$1.50 and $1.60. Trading in grain is 
intensely active and price fluctuations are 
rapid, but underneath the speculation 
there is what appears to be a reliable 
forecast, of a wheat shortage. 


The present tendency of wheat prices, 


and the condition of the market, is a con- 
vincing demonstration of the fact that an 
ounce of economic law is worth a pound 
of political legerdemain. 
Commencing 


with the inauguration of Republican con- 
trol, extravagant promises were made for 
restoring prosperity in the wheat grow- 
ing 
northwest. Numerous legislative 


proposals were before congress for its 
special benefit, and among them was the 
scheme to raise -wheat prices by tariff 
duty, which was enafcted into legislation. 
This laAv had absolutely no effect on the 
' price of wheat, and finally President Coo- 
lidge under authority granted to .him. by 
the tariff act raised the duty ten cents a 
bushel. This attempt to controrthe price 
artifically resulted in an actual price re- 
duction, wheat falling off io about the 
amount of the increased tariff. 


"Wheat is increasing in price because 


of the Avorld demand, and the probability 
of lowered surpluses for export. That is 


• the reason, and the only reason. 
If 


•wheat production in the United States 
could be accommodated to world produc- 
tion and consumption, there would be no 
need of tariff or other laws to create an 


, artificial price.* The same thing is true 


> if the marketing of the American surplus 


j could be controlled by the producers. 
Undoubtedly a grain, export corporation 


'• could exercise some control over prices, 
; but if the effect of its operations was to 
materially increase the price to the home 
consumer in the face of world over-pro- 
duction, it would then face the necessity 
of marketing the surplus at a heavy loss. 
'Effective regulation of both production 
and marketing would undoubtedly be of 
greatest value to wheat growers. "Wheth- 
er this regulation should be brought 
about through government agencies and 
the use of public funds, or whether it 
should be undertaken by private resourc- 
es in cooperative form, is an important 
question of national policy.

curities out among brokers in many cities, 
who sell them to the public. Industrial, 
public utility and transportation compa- 
nies report enormous increases in the 
number of stockholders. This means the 
people are becoming heavily interested in 
the stocks and bonds of corporations. 


Corporations take the same point of 


view as the public concerning concentra- 
tion of money power. They cannot take 
the risk of being under the domination 
of any group. Their independence lies 
in scattering their stock and bonds.

But to tell the honest truth I know very 
well that I am merely easing my conscience, not 
saving my teeth. 


The recent trend of all scientific research Is 


strongly in the dicection I am pointing here, that is 
that tooth brushing is a rite which perhaps eases 
the conscience and" momentarily overcomes a dirty 
feeling but doesn't save any teeth. 


The nature of the diet and the- use of the teeth 


in the mastication of the kind of foods required to 
furnish the kind of material to build sound teeth,, 
determine the condition of the teeth, not the tooth 
brushing rite.' The diet of the prospective mother 
must be adequate to Insure sound teeth for the un- 
born child1. The Infant's diet must be adequate. The 
child's diet and the diet of the adult should be undfc- 
naturtzed.
